to  the  Treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  for  the  same  ;  to 
transmit  to  the  R.  W.  H.  T.  on  or  before  the  10th  day 
of  each  month  the  endowment  due  from  the  Court, 
with  a  statement,  on  a  form  prepared  by  the  R.  W. 
H.  C,  of  the  numl»er  of  members  on  last  return,  the 
number  reinstated ;  the  number  of  new  members 
initiated ;  the  number  suspended,  and  the  amount  due 
on  endowment,  and  pei-form  such  other  duties  in  con- 
nection with  the  Court  finances  as  may  be  required  of 
him  by  the  Charges,  by  this  Constitution  and  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Court.  He  shall  receive  for  his  services 
such  salary  as  the  Court  may  determine. 

Sec.  6. — He  shall  give  a  bond  with  two  good  sure- 
ties, in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  $200  for  the  faithful  per- 
formances of  his  duties. 

TREASURER. 

Sec.  7. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Court  Treasurer
